HAND-TO-HAND FIGHTING 
REPORTED IN THE TOWN 


Germans Still Attacking in 
Mass and Losing Heavily. 
French Consolidate Gains 
in Soissons Sector and Pre- 
pare for a New Thrust. 


New York, May 7.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The British and Germans 


throughout Monday were still engaged 
in violent fighting for possession of 
the town of Bullecourt, midway be- 
tween Arras and Cambrai, and also if 
this immediate region at Roeux and be- 
tween Fontaine and Reincourt. 

The British forces now are on the 
northern, western and eastern out- 
skirts of Bullecourt, leaving only the 
southern part of it available for a re- 
treat of the Germans still inside. Un- 
official reports have asserted that the 
British entered well into the town and

south of the Souchez river. The British 
rifle and machine. gun fire entirely 
wiped out the German forces which at- 
tacked in waves, while the supporting

FRENCH PREPARE 
FOR NEW THRUST. 


Monday saw no continuation of the 
heavy infantry fighting of Sunday night 
northeast of Soissons, in the region of 
Moulin-de-Laffaux and along the Chem- 
in-des-Dames, although the artillery 
continued roaring a mighty duel. The 
French here everywhere are consolidat- 
ing their gains and preparing for a 
fresh thrust against the German lines. 

French guns have battered down 
the back door to Laon and the Poilus 
of General Nivelle are now. only six 
miles from the German _ stronghold. 
One formidable barrier lies between 
them and their goal—the Aijilette river 
—but from the captured heights along 
the Chemin-des-Dames (the Road of 
the Ladies) the French guns overlook 
the stream. 


Like the Chemin-des-Dames, the 
Ailette runs east and west, parallel- 
ing the French lines. It is hardly 
worthy of the name of the river, but 


its bed is in a deep gorge which makes 
it a grave obstacle. Laon will not be 
captured except at a heavy price, but 
the French victories of the last week 
have brought its capture appreciably 
nearer. 

Northeast of Soissons and along the 
Chemin-des-Dames the Germans have 
been forced to employ fresh troops in 
an effort te stem the French advance. 
Everywhere the French hold fast, 
mowing down the Germans with their 
fire. 

In the new battles which developed 
late last week the French. have taken 
‘more than 6,200 prisoners, bringing 
their total since April 16 up to approx- 
imately 29,000. 

The Berlin war office claims that in 
Sunday night's. fighting the Germans 
obtained local successes at numerous 
points, notably on the Winterburg, the 
northern slope of which was recaptur- 


ed, and on the southern slope from 
which the French were forced to re- 
treat. 


GREEK TROOPS 
DRIVE BULGARS. 


Greek troops, followers of Former 
Permier Venizelos, in conjunction with 
the French forces, have occupied Bul- 
garian positions on a front ‘of more 
than three miles in the Serbian the- 
ater and repulsed Bulgarian counter 
attacks delivered in an endeavor to 
annul the advantage. This announce- 
ment, which was made by the Paris 
war office, is interesting inasmuch as 
it shows for the first time that the 
followers of Venizelos actually are un- 
der arms with entente forces fighting 
in Macedonia.

Age Limits, Prohibition 
Amendment and Roosevelt

Washington, May 7.—Conferees on the 
war army bill in a four-hour discussion 
today fatled to reconcile the differences 
between the bill as it passed the two 
houses and adjourned until tomorrow 
A decided difference of opinion aros¢ 
over the senate amendment which would 
permit Colonel Roosevelt to take an ex- 
peditionary force to France. and un- 
less it is smoothed out the bill may 
have to go back to the two houses for 
further action. 

Other points of difference included 
the prohibition amendment inserted by 
the senate and the age limits of men 
subject to the selective draft. The sen- 
ate bill fixes the limits between 21 and 
27 and the house between 21 and 40. 

Although there was talk tonight of a 
compromise by which the senate would 
get the Roosevelt volunteer amendment 
and the house the age limits as fixed 
in its bill, it was said there was néth- 
ing tangible in today's: conferenceg, to 
make this appear mote than a -possi- 
hility. 

All of the senate conferees are coné 
vinced that the house maximum age is 
too high and would be loath to give in 
on this point, although they all are anx- 
ious to support the action of the sen- 
ate and retain the Roosevelt amend- 
ment,

ORDER OF MOOSE ~- 
MUST PAY $18,000 
FOR LODGE TRAGEDY 


Washington, May 7.—By refusing to 
review Alabama proceedings, the su- 
preme court today put in effect decrees 
awarding $18,000 damages against the 
Supreme Lodge of the Loyal Order of 
Moose for the death of Donald A. Ken- 
ney during initiation at the Birming- 
ham local lodge.

“Three years ago, the German gov- 
ernment violated the rights of men 
without any motive or right and sought 
to conquer France. The United States 
is now face to face with the same cri- 
sis. We are now together in this great 
world war to defend the rights and 
justice of man.” 

Governor Lowden had called atten- 
tion, in his introduction, to a French 
settlement in the Mississippi valley. 

“The first French came to discover 
the valley of the Mississippi, and 
founded the first government in. that 
valley,” M. Viviani said. “It is here 
that we see now the demand of our an- 
cestors. As the governor has said, ‘we 
will take back to France the debt of 
gratitude we owe them.’ It is not to 
France you owe the debt, but you owe 
it to liberty and equality, because our 
children are now fighting to maintain 
this equality of man. 

“We will take back with u8S a re- 
membrance of you, and when we return 
to our country we will be asked what 
we have heard, and we will answer 
that we have traveled through America 
and have been acclaimed everywhere 
on account of France. Not only France 
will be liberated, but the whole of Eu- 
rope.”

army post, it is assumed the regiments 


will be assembled in army barracks 
and their organization perfected. 

While-the regular engineer troops of 
the army are among the best drilled in 
the service, it is improbable that the 
new regiments will be subjected to any 
lengthy military training. They will 
be given military organization only for 
the sake of greater mobility and effi- 
ciency. They will carry the usual arms 
and equipment of engineer. troops, 
rifles and bayonets; but their real 
fighting will be done with the compli- 
eated appliances and engines of rail- 
way operation or construction. 


Pewer of Construction. 


Supplemented by labor and _ skill 
available in France, the nine regi- 
ments represent a tremendous power 
of construction that would enable the 
alliés to remake their lines of commu- 
nication in the shortest possible time 
and fit them for the increasingly heavy 
task of supplying millions of fighting 
men as the battle lines push forward. 

As the German forces have been 
beaten back every vestige of the railway 
lines that have supplied their forces 
has been destroyed. -With every mile 
ained both French and British have 
aced the task of building new railroads 
as the distributing centers for the 
trenches were moved forward. Each 
movement has meant an added strain 
on the roads pen eg 8 back to the great 
supply bases and the added task for 
the communication line forces of pre- 
venting congestion. 

In the interests of speedy delivery 
it is understood that shell laden freight 
cars have been ferried across the chan- 
nel from England and sent forward 
over French railroads to be unloaded 
at the great munition centers near the 
front. All the delay of trans-ship- 
ment has been saved, but it has meant 
added traffic problems for the French 
communication lines, 

It is to aid in such gigantic opera- 
tions as these, to apply American op- 
erating skill to the task and American 
railway efficiency generally to the 
transportation problems that the new 
regiments are to be formed and hur- 
ried to France. 

Soon to Be in France. 

The administration’s action means 
that American troops carrying the 
American flag and in the uniform of 
the American army are soon to be on 
French soil. If there is psychological 
value'in such a movement, as both 
French and British commissioners have 
urged, it will show itself with the ar- 
rival in France of the first engineer 
regiment. 

It will not be necessary to equip the 
engineers with the tools of their craft. 
France and Britain can supply what- 
ever is needed, probably, supplemented 
by additional supplies. Because of this, 
there will be no need for delay in send- 
ing the engineer troops forward. They 
will need little but their uiforms, arms 
and personal equipment before they

ENGINEERS WANTED: 
BY GOVERNMENT 


Major J. S. Sewell Arrives | 


in Atlanta to Organize 
Seventh Reserve Engineer 
Regiment and Opens Of- 
fices Here. 


Major J. S. Sewell, of the engineer 
officers’ reserve corps, a graduate of 
West Point, who-has been in the serv- 
ice for twenty years, arrived in At- 
lanta Monday and opened headquar- 
ters to recruit a regiment of civil en- 
gineers and railroad workers. The 
regiment will be known as the Seventh 
Reserve Regiment of Engineers, and 
will be drawn from around Birming- 
ham and Atlanta, or from the states 
of Alabama and Georgia. 

Major Sewell received the following 
telegram which explains some of the 
features of the plans in organizing the 
regiment: 

Secretary of war directs that, upon your 
assignment to active duty, you expedite or- 
ganization of the Seventh Reserve Engi- 
neers regiment, vicinity Atlanta and Bur- 
mingham, and assigns you to command, 
Authorizes you to inform all men they wil 
be discharged at end of war and they wil 
not be subject to draft into other forces 
while in service in regiment, and that 
regiment will be called into active service 
as soon as sufficiently organized. Special 
function of regiment, railway maintenance 
of way and construction. Make every ef- 
fort; secure enlisted personnel suitable for 
that work. Recruiting officers directed to 
make enlistments and you can continue en- 
listment by reserve medical officer if as- 
signed, Make no additional assignment of- 
ficers, as railway men will be assigned. 
Lieutenant Bullard ordered report to you for 
duty as adjutant. Wire progress recruiting 
daily to chief of engineer. Keep depart- 
ment commander advised. He has been 
wired concerning your authority. 

M’CAIN. 

Other officers of the regiment will 
be drawn, in all probability, as was 
Major Sewell, from the engineer reserve 
corps. Men who apply are expected to 
be among the following classes: 

Mechanics, blacksmiths, axmen, car- 
penters, railroad section men, laborers 
experienced in railroad building, and 
all other kinds of workmen willing who 
have had experience in building or 
maintaining railroads. 

Major Sewell thinks the regiment 


will be sent immediately to France as 
soon as formed to build, repair and 
maintain the lines of communications 
with the trenches. The men who en- 
list in the regiment will be exempt 
from conscription, and the pay will 
range from that of a private soldier 
to $75 a month for non-commissioned 
officers. Foremen are especially de- 
sired for non-commissioned officers. 
The headquarters of Major Sewell for 
the present are in the offices of the 
Southeastern Underwriters, Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia building.

“I am confident that all that is need- 
ed is for Georgia boys to understand 
the situation,” he said, “and that they 
will respond freely. I anticipate a 
big week this week with the number 
enlisted Tuesday approaching the high 
figures of three weeks ago.” 

Big Number of Enlistments. 

There were 55 enlistments in the 
army Monday and 28 who passed in 
the navy. It was a good day also for 
the marine corps and the Fifth regi- 
ment took in a number of recruits. 
Twenty-four army recruits were sent 
out to Fort McPherson in the morning 
and more than 30 had been examined 
to be sent out in the afternoon.

GERMAN VESSELS SAFE 
IN THE VIRGIN ISLANDS 


Washington, May 7.—The joint reso- 
lution, already adopted by the senate, 
authorizing the president to put into 
service vessels of the enemy in Ameri- 
can ports, was adopted by the house 
today without a record vote, after an 
all-day debate. 

The measure gives legal sanction to 
the administration's plan of utilizing 
the ninety-six owar-bound German 
merchantmen as government. vessels 
and putting them into the trans-At- 
lantic trade as part of the great com- 
mercial fleet relied onto break the 
U-boat blockade.

Text of Gompers’ Message. 


The message, timed tv aid in com- 
batting the pro-German agitation ap- 
parent during the last few days in Rus- 
sia, was cabled yesterday. Its full text, 
made public tonight, follows: 

“Executive committee of the council 
of workmen’s and soldiers’ deputies: 

“The gravest crisis in the world's 
history is now hanging in the balance, 
and the course which Russia will pur- 
sue may have a determining influence 


whether democracy or autocracy shall 
prevail. That democracy and freedom 
will finally prevail there can be no 
doubt in the minds of men who know, 
but the cost, the time lost and the sac- 
rifices which would ensue from lack of 
united action may be appalling. It is 
to avoid this that I address you. In 
view of the grave crisis through which 
the Russian people are passing we as- 
sure you that you can rely absolutely 
upon the whole-hearted support and 
co-operation of the American people in 
the great war against our common 
enemy, kaiserism. In the fulfillment 
of that cause the present American 
government has the support of 99 per 
cent of the American people, including 
the working class of both the cities 
and of the agricultural sections. 

“In free America, as in free Russia, 
the aettninrs for a peace favorable to 
Prussian militarism have been allowed 
to express their opinions so that the 
conscious and unconscious tools of the 
kaiser appear more influential than 
they really are. You should realize the 
truth of the sityation, There are but 
few in America willing to allow kaiser- 
ism and its allies to continue their rule 
over those non-German peoples who 
wish to be free from their domination, 
Should we not protest against the pro- 
kaiser socialist interpretation of the 
demand for ‘no annexation,’ namely, 
that all oppressed non-German peoples 
shall be compelled to remain under the 
domination of Prussia and her lackeys, 
Austria and Turkey?’*Should we not 
rather accept the better interpretation 
that there must be no forcible annexa- 
tions, but that err people must be 
free to choose any allegiance it desires, 
as demanded by. the council of work- 
men’s and soldiers’ deputies?

“Tike yourselves, we are opposed to 
all punitive and improper indemnities.

WILL TRY TO BLOCK 
FOOD COMBINATIONS 


Georgia Agricultural De- 
| partment Market Bureau 
Made Georgia Representa- 
tive of the Federal Trade 
Board. 


The market bureau of the Georgia 
agricultural department has been des- 
ignated by the federal trade board to 
represent it in this state, in guarding 
against any combination or effort to 
combine in restraint of trade, especial- 
ly with reference to foodstuffs, fuel 
and other necessities of life. 


This announcement was made Mon- 
day by L. B. Jackson, director of the 
market bureau, who has just returned 
from Washington, where he attended 
the sessions of the federal trade com- 
mission last week. 

Mr, Jackson stated that similar ar- 
rangements have been made with the 
departments of other states for hand- 
ling efforts to combine. 

Trivial Cases Not Wanted. 

The federal trade board doe’ not pro- 
pose to handle trivial complaints, but 
will make thorough investigations of 
specific cases whenever it is shown 
that there is reason to believe that 
there is really an effort at restraint of 


trade. ; 

Complaints or information upon this 
subject in Georgia should be forwarded 
to Director L. B. Jackson, market bu- 
reau, state department of agriculture, 
Atlanta, Ga. 

Mr. Jackson stated that the federal 
department of commerce has gone 
somewhat into the shortage of cans in 
Georgia, and is inclined to believe that 
the shortage will not be so acute as 
has been apprehended in Georgia. The 
department of commerce, however, 
asks that specific cases of inabflity to 
secure cans be reported immediately 
to the Georgia state market bureau, 
and Mr. Jackson is to take the matter 
up with the federal department, which 
promises its prompt co-operation in 
solving the difficulty. The federal de- 
partment will also co-operate with the 
state food council in solving such prob- 
lems in Georgia as it can. 

The federal trade commission, Mr. 
Jackson stated, is investigating the 
high price of coal in the south, and 


] 
has come to the conclusion that the! 
high prices are unwarranted by any 
conditions, such as shortage of cars 
and increased cost of production. 

Good Market Conditions. 

The state food council and the mar- 
ket .bureau are now awaiting reports 
from the several counties as to the 
county organizations which are to co- 
operate in increasing production of 
food crops in Georgia and in bringing 
the producer and the markets in closer 
contact. 

Under the direction of resolutions 
adopted at the state food convention in 
Macon, the state council is now devot- 
ing itself to efforts to obtain the best 
marketing conditions possible this 
summer and fall.

Paris, May 7.—A dispatch to the 
Havas agency from San Sebastian, 
Spain, tells of a fight between a-sub- 
marine and Spanish and French trawl- 
ers, in which two French trawlers with 
small-caliber guns, battled for some 
time with the submarine, but finally 
were sunk. Two of the Spanish trawl- 
ers also were sent to the bottom. The 
dispatch says: 

“A submarine attacked the fishing 
fleet, consisting of a number of 
Spanish and French craft, including the 
French steam “(fishers Verdun and 
Marne, both of which were armed with 
small-caliber guns.

Under plans for taking the census 
of men available for military service 
in Georgia which have been just work- 
ed out, Adjutant General J. Van Holt 
Nash will be state supervisor. 

Each county will have a board of 
registrars, of which the sheriff will 
| be the head, the remainder of: the 
board, including most likely county 
clerk and county physician. The coun- 
ty ordinary and tax collector may also 
be included. A local registrar is to 
be named for each militia district. 

In cities of more than 30,000 the 
mayor will be required to conduct the 
machinery for the registration. 

Registration, which will begin upon 
a date yet to be fixed by the president, 
is simply recording the name of every 
man between the ages fixed by con- 
gress for conscription. These names 
will be classified according to coun- 
ties and filed with the exemption board 
which will pass upon whether or not 
a man may be excused from service 
under selective draft. 

The registration will include the in- 
mates of prisons, both state and fed- 
eral, so that the government may know 
| when each man completes his term. 

Five days after the president's proc- 
lamation the sheriff of each county is 
required to immediately wire the ad- 
jutant general at Atlanta if he has 
not yet received his registration cards, 
and a second supply will be immediate- 
ly forwarded. 

It is the purpose of the war depart- 
ment to make registration just as far 
as possible a voluntary act. Each 
male citizen in the state, regardless of 
any disability, is required to obtain a 
registration card free and file it. Fail- 
ure to do so is punishable without 
option of a fine.

| M. ALEXANDER DIES 
AFTER LONG ILLNESS 


Prominent Atlantan Establish- 
ed First Hardware Busi- 
ness in This City. 


J. M. Alexander, one of Atlanta’s 
most prominent and beloved citizens 
and the founder of the oldest hard- 
ware business in the city, died Monday 
morning at the residence, 49 Forrest 
avenue. Mr. Alexander had been ill for 
some montha. 

He was born in Athens, Ga., in 1844 
and came to Atlanta when a little boy. 
His father, Aaron Alexander, was a 
well-known druggist in this city be- 
fore the civil war. Mr. Alexander was 
always deeply interested in every move- 
ment that he thought was for the bet- 
terment and upbuilding of Atlanta. 

Mr. Alexander was a confederate vet- 
eran, having seen active service in the 
ranks of the gray during the latter 
years of the war. He was a member 
of Atlanta camp, United Confederate 
Veterans. 

In 1865 Mr. Alexander founded the 
first hardware business in A¢lanta, 
known today as J. M. Alexander & Co. 
He was actively engaged in the busi- 
ness until illness caused his retirement. 

He is survived by his widow, who was 
formerly Miss Rebecca Solomons, of Sa- 
vannah; two sons, Henry A. Alexander, 
a prominent Atlanta attorney; Cecil A.

Those who have been eagerly watching 
for a sign of encouragement to bolster hopes 
of democracy’s triumph over Prussian junk- 
erism will seize with avidity upon the reas- 
suring words uttered Sunday by Prince 
Tseretelli before a large assemblage of sol- 
diery and workingmen in Petrograd: 

“The conflict is now settled and we 
must go on quietly with our work. We 
must inform all our comrades that the 
trouble is over and tell them of the new 
victory of democracy, and that the gov- 


ernment is standing firmly in its original 
position.” 


“The conflict,” of course, refers to Rus- 
sia’s internecine struggle of the last few 
days between the element favoring a sepa- 
rate peace with the central powers and that 
other popular element opposed to peace and 
determined to carry on Russia’s part in the 
war in keeping with Russia’s pledge to the 
allies; and it means that all immediate like- 
lihood of Russia’s effecting a separate peace 
has disappeared—which brings ultimate 
world peace just that much nearer. 

While the recent internal disturbances in 
the newly-born Russian democracy were dis- 
quieting to Russia’s allies, such were to be 
expected, and undoubtedly more will follow 
before the government becomes fully stabil- 
ized and the unwieldy bear set steady upon 
his feet. For Russia to change from the 
stupid, autocratic despotism of centuries to 
mild, democratic government without the 
transition’s being marked by intermediate 
disturbances of more or less serious nature 
would be little short of a miracle. 

France did not do it. It was two years 
or more after the Bastile fell before there 
Was more than a semblance of order within 
the government, and fully ten years before 
stable government was firmly established. 
So Russia is hardly to be expected to accom- 
plish overnight what it took France—nothing 
like so unwieldy in proportions—ten years 
to do. 

As for Russia's declaring a separate 
peace in the world war, that would be indeed 
2a hard blow to the allies, America now in- 
cluded, but not necessarily a fatal one. It 
could and would be survived by the alliance 
of democracy. 

But whether or not it could be survived 
by Russia itself—that is another question. 

In the first place, Russia would not be at 
peace even in the event of its making a sep- 
arate peace with Germany. No nation now 
at war can have peace until the entire world 
has peace. 
the cause of its allies could admit of no other 
interpretation by the group of nations de- 
serted than a hostile act against its former 
allies. 

It would be impossible for Russia to re 
tire now to the status of a neutral to enjoy 
the fruits of neutrality. It must remain with 
its present allies to the glorious end of the 
conflict, or else be considered against them. 
There is no middle ground. It must bear its 
share of the war's’ burden to the end—on 
one side or the other. 

Now, if Russia were to desert the allies, 
Russia knows what the world knows: That

GEORGI A’S LIVE STOCK HONORS. 


Georgia’s demonstration in cattle and 
hogs production at St. Louis last week is 
something to be proud of, and it should 
serve as a marked impetus to the live stock 
industry in this state. 

This state carried off the honors of the 
week for the south in the sale on the St. 
Louis market, of five carloads of cattle and 
one car of hogs, from the farm of the E. T. 
Comer company, in Screven county—the 
shipment containing some of the finest beef 
and pork ever exported from a_ southern 
state. Of the cattle there were 121 steers 
which averaged 780 pounds, and which sold 
at $10.35 per hundred weight—establishing 
a new high record for Georgia cattle.

The poorest of the lot—23 head—aver- 
aged 624 pounds in weight, and brought 
their owner $9.75 a hundred.

$14.25 a hundred weight. Here, too, was 
established a record for Georgia hogs on 
the St. Louis market.

Canning Committee Strikes 
Snag in Scarcity of Cans 
And Asks for Suggestions 


Scarcity of tin cans, now and prospective, 
is proving the main barrier to the cannery 
committee recently appointed by the Geor- 
gia Bankers’ association in fulfilling its 
mission, according to: Stuart Witham, secre- 
tary of the Bankers’ Trust company, Atlan- 
ta, who is a member of the committee and 
who has made considerable headway in an 
investigation of the canning and tin can sit- 
uation. 

“From all I have been able to learn,”’ 
said Mr. Witham yesterday, “the plans of the 
state bankers and other interests which are 
advancing the cannery idea as a means of 
preserving Georgia's surplus food crops, are 
going to fail unless some means is found 
for providing the necessary cans or some 
suitable substitute. 

“We all heartily commend the interest The 
Constitution has shown in this matter—it is 
sound ond right; but what we need right 
now is for some one to tell us where the cans 
necessary to the whole plan’s success are 
coming from. ' 

“Mr. Curry Moon, manager of the Ameri- 
can Can company here, tells me that anything 
approaching the quantity of cans that will 
be required are not to be had, and he is at 
a loss to even suggest where the needed sup- 
ply is coming from. 

“lI took the matter up with Mr. Groover, 
of the state agricultural department, and he, 
too, is at a Joss to be able to advise me fur- 
ther than to suggest that I see the commis- 
sioner of labor. Thus it goes; everybody’s 
heart is right, but we're all at sea. 

“With cans available, everything would 
be in fine shape. The bankers of the state 
are more than anxious to help solve the food 
and the canning problem in any way that 
looks feasible. For instanee, I know per- 
sonally that several Georgia towns have 
agreed to furnish the farmers and canning 
clubs with cans absolutely free of cost—if 
somebody will show them where they can get 
the cans. 

“The shortage is caused, as I understand 
it, bv the fact that the material used in 
the manufacture of cans—which includes the 


very important item of solder—is all re- 


quired for the manufacture of war munitions. |

Professional Preparation on the Part of the Atlanta 
Teachers. 


; 


Dr. Claxton, the United States Commis- 
sioner of Education, has said, “The highest 
function of a democratic’ government is to 
put in school and keep there well-born, well- 
educated men and women as-°- teachers. 
Ninety-nine per cent of all the wealth in the 
world is due to the public schools. The 
teacher is of first importance, for the teacher 
makes the schools.” 

The nature of the work in our schools 
today is a as to call for instruction and 
instructors of the highest type. City teachers 
should be specially versed in the phases 
of life with which their pupils have to deal, 
as well as in industrial arts and applied 
psychology. This necessitates special prep- 
aration, broad observation, and study out- 
side of the school room. It means for the 
Atlanta teachers a particular study of city 
problems and actual experience with typical 
city children. 

Atlanta school teachers have always 
taken advantage of special preparation for 
their work. As an evidence of the interest 
shown, it can be stated that between five 
and six hundred out of 610 white teachers 
have this professional training. Every sum- 
mer the teachers go north, south, east and 
west to study. Last summer more than two 
hundred Atlanta teachers were studying in 
leading summer schools of the country, such 
as the University of Chicago, Columbia, .Wis- 
consin, Virginia, Chautauqua, N. Y., Pea- 
body, Knoxville, Athens, and last but not 
least, our own fine summer school in At- 
lanta, It can be seen from this that the 
number of teachers with professional prepa- 
ration is large. In order to get this train- 
ing, a@ great sacrifice is frequently involved. 
The amount of money expended by a teacher 
for a summer course ranges from $100 to 
$200 and more. The teacher is fully repaid 
for this expenditure in her increased experi- 
ence and information which is of great 
value not only to herself and to ,the children 
who come under her supervision, but also 
to her fellow teachers. As a general thing, 
the teachers who take these courses are able 
to plan their work more intelligently, to 
present lestons with a greater degree of 
clearness, and to make a more careful study 
of the aptitudes and interests of their pupils. 

To Revise Course 

In establishing her normal schoolh At- 
lanta has realized the particular need of 
city training. Forty-five young women were 
sent out last summer from the Atlanta Nor- 
mal Training school to teach in our public 
schools. All of the practice teaching of 
these young women was preceded by a 
year’s work in observation in the Lee street 
practice school. 

Normal classes are held on Saturday 
mornings for the teachers already in service. 
At this time various committees are working 
and making plans for revising the course 
of study. In some classes, definite assign- 
ments in psychology, methods and child 
study are given. In addition to this work, 


certain school problems are investigated and 
discussed. Not only the teachers, but the 
rincipals of the grammar schools are study- 
ng. A survey of the New York, Cleveland 
and Salt Lake City schools as bases of com- 
parison with the schools of their own city 
is being made. A few of the representative 
undertakings in the Saturday normal classes 
are the collection into pamphlet form of 
poems which have proved interesting and 
helpful to children in the different grades 
and the making of lists of words which the 
children need in their everyday life. A 
committee of primary teachers is now at work 
on a book of number games, which will be 
of great value not only to Atlanta teachers, 
but also to those outside of the city. There 
is something exceedingly stimulating in the 
interchange of thought and ideas at ‘these 
normals, and it is certain to redound to the 
teachers’ advantage. 

The literature relative to schools and to 
teaching has of late become so extensive and 
so good that the teachers are gaining much 
in a professional way from this source. An 
observer would find the teachers’ reference 
libraries at the offices of the board of edu- 
cation and that of the Carnegie library 
filled daily with teachers who are keeping 
in touch with current educational thought. 

Leaves of Absence. 

The board of education is ever ready to 
encourage 2 broad outlook on education. 
As a very effective means of promoting pro- 
fessional growth, the Atlanta teachers are 
given opportunity to visit their fellow teach- 
ers. If such leaves of absence could be ex- 
tended to include visits to school systems 
during the time when actual work might 
be observed, the teachers could bring back 
ideas and adapt them to Atlanta's needs. 

In February. 1918, the National Educa- 
tional Association of Superintendence, com- 
posed of four thousand of the leading edu- 
cators of the nation, will meet in Atlanta. Our 
teachers are naturally looking forward to 
attending this assembly with considerable 
interest: The influence of this meeting as 
an inspiration to the te\¥chers of Atlanta for 
higher scholarship and better training can 
scarcely be over-estimated. 

The Atlanta Teachers’ association has been 
another means of stimulating interest along 
the line of professional growth in bringing 
to our city such lecturers as Drs. Judd and 
Clark from the University of Chicago; Dr. 
Claxton, the United States Commissioner of 
Education: Mr. Albert of Minneapolis and 
others. tina

Fred L. White Tells Why Post- 
office Department Fired Him 


Editor. Constitution: In The Daily Consti- 
tution of May 4 there appeared the following 
news item: 


“The president of the Rural Letter Car- 
riers’ association has been discharged from 
the postal service, the postoffice department 
announced today. The department says 
White was dismissed because he circulated 
false statements reqardins the readjustment 
of rural routes, and when questioned about 
them gave answers that the d partment de- 
clares were ‘grossly incorrect.’’ 


In reply thereto, I wish to make the fol- 
lowing statement: : 

On my arrival in Washington, April 
I was informed by reliable friends of mine 
in congress that the department was con- 
templating the reorganization of the rural- 
delivery service. In communities. where 
there were a number of routes, say as many 
as six, the carrier would be dropped from the 
service and his mileage be added to the re- 
maining five without additional compensa- 
tion for those carriers. Such reorganiza- 
tion in the opinion of the carriers would 
be contrary to the spirit of the act of con- 
gress as passed July 28, 1916, which states 
that— P 

“Thereafter all rural mail delivery routes 
shall be divided into two classes to be 
known as: standard . horse-drawn vehicle 
routes, which shall be 24 miles in length, and 
standard motor vehicle routes, which shall 
be 50 miles in length, 

“. . .» The postmaster general is hereby 
authorized and directed to reorganize and 
readjust existing rural mail delivery service 
where necessary to conform to the standards 
herein prescribed.” 

In appearing before the department on 
Friday, April 6, accompanied by Senator 
Hardwick, the fourth assistant postmaster 
general read extracts from papers which were 
prepared relative to this subject, showing 
that in certain counties in different parts of 
the country the number of rural routes would 
be reduced, say, from six to five routes, and 
the mileage of the discontinued route would 


be added to the remaining five. 

The department now denies all these state- 
ments; also the interview above mentioned 
relative to this subject is denied. 

To further substantiate the information 
received and to show that such service re- 
organization was not only contemplated, but 
actually being placed into operation, we sub- 
mit the following comnftunication: 


Stoughton, Wis., April 17, 1917.—Mr. Fred 
4. White, Buckhead, Ga.—Dear Brother 
White: I was, until last Saturday night; a 
rural carrier, but am now without work, 
as the routes have been rearranged in this 
county (Dane) and I am let out. 

There were six routes. Mine was 22% 
miles. The others were between 24 and 
miles. Now there are five routes. The 
shortest is 26% miles. The longest 29% 
miles. 

It seems to me what is the greatest need 
in the rural service is to enforce the law as 
intended by congress. Probably a move 
stringent law is needed to do that. Respect-

To Deal With the War

Britannica or is thinking of ordering the 
work will be interested in the announce- 
ment by the publishers that plans are under 
way for the issue of a new volume which 
will be principally devoted to the war. 

When the war ends the world will no 
doubt slip back into its. old groove and go 
on about as before, but every one will want 
a true account pf the war—to know who be- 
gan it, how it was fought, what changes 
and innovations it brought about. They will 
want not the ephemeral guesswork of the 
magazine writer or the biased account of 
the national historian, but an accurate and 
judicial story by scholars and experts. 

As.is well known, the editor and contrib- 
utors to the Britannica have ‘unusual facil- 
ities for gathering official information from 
all the belligerent nations—the kind of in- 
formation that will make the new volume, 
notwithstanding its wide scope as planned, 
just as good a book as the Britannica itself. 
Throughout the Britannica’s career of al- 
most 150 years nothing of the sort has ever 
been attempted or suggested. , 

The publishers further announce that the 
new volume ‘will record any changes, geo- 
graphical, political or otherwise, that may 
follow upon the making of peace. it wiil 
also give new maps wherever necessary; and 
another feature will be the inclusion of bi- 
ographies of the leading personages of each 
nation, military, naval and diplomatic, who 
have played a prominent part in the war. 
Many of them were practically unknown 
when the war started. The history~of our 
own civil war affords many examples of 
comparatively obscure men who won immor- 
tal fame on one side or the other of that con- 
flict. 

In this connection it is interesting to note 
that when the present war began in August, 
1914, Sir Douglas Haig, now field marshal, 
was in charge of the military camp at Al- 
dershot; Generad Petain, the new chief of 
staff of the French armies in the field, was 
a retired colonel; the mighty von Hinden- 
burg was enjoying life as a private indi- 
vidual in a small town in Germany; Lvoff, 
the new Russian premier, was practically 
unknown outside of official circles in Petro- 
grad. 

While the greater part of the contents of 
the New Britannica volume will be a con- 
nected narrative of the war, the less spec- 
tacular results will be covered also. It will 
tell of any new discoveries or progress in 
the industries and science, especially in fields 
that have been directly affected by the war, 
such as surgery, aviation, the development of 
the submarine, the utilization of man-power 
in the nationalization of industries, new de- 
velopments in public hygiene, and in any 
other directions found necessary. This in 
effect will make the new volume da supple- 
ment to the Encyclopedia Britannica itseif— 
a virtual revision of the work, which will 
bring it abreast of the world's knowledge 
as it stands at the end of the war. 

The new volume will be issued in bindings 
to match the Britannica, and the price at 
which it will be sold to present owners of

Spring fever is caused by prolonged ab- 
stinence from sunlight, and cured by absorb- 
ing all the direct sunlight you can possibly 
obtain. 

The blood absorbs energy from the rays 
of the sun even when you sit or lie in the 
sun. It absorbs more when you exercise in 
the sun. That is why gardening is so bad 
for the doctor’s business. He who makes a 
garden always gets excellent results from 
whatever spring blood purifier he pleases to 
swallow. It doesn’t make much difference 
which tonic he takes, so long as he keeps 
busy in the sunlight and the garden.

Milk of magnesia 
is an ant-acid, mildly laxative medicine. The 
dose is a teaspoonful, as many times a day 
as necessary. It is often preferable to soda. 
and other alkalies to neutralize acidity. 

Black Coffee Good for Health. 

Would you please inform me whether black 
coffee is harmful to the nerves, the stomach 
or the liver. 1 know it is very bad for the 
nervous system, but I want your disinterested 
opinion about the other effects. (M. H.) 

ANSW ER—Coffee is a mild nerve, brain, 
heart and kidney stimulant, with no apparent 
after-depression such as most stimulants 
produce. For ordinary individuals of adult 
age coffee in moderation is in pte way 
beneficial, though in certain diseases it may 
be inadvisable. The mild, cheering stimula- 
tion seems to be needed by people living mod- 
ern civilized life. As for the stomach and 
liver, coffee rarely if ever injures either

“Eat the Roosters and Seve | 
the Hens,” Is His Advice 


to Georgians. 


— 


“Raise war chickens—eat the roost- 
ers and eave the hens!” 

This is the slogan under which Wil- 
liam H. Danforth, of St. Louis, presi- 
dent of the Ralston Purina mills, is 
sending forth the salesmen of his com- 
pany as apostles of conservation. 

Mr. Danforth stated at the Winecoff 
hotel Monday that all six of the plants 
of his company now have more orders 
than they can fill for many weeks, s0 
that there is nothing for his salesmen 
to do now. But instead of laying them 
off until needed again, Mr. Ralston is 
organizing his men into promoters of 
food production and conservation. 

The twenty salesmen of the Ralston 


Purina mills whose territory is Geor- | 


gia, North and South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Alabama and Florida, are now with 
President Danforth at the Winecoff in 
a three days’ conference, after which 
they will be sent out into their respec- 
tive territories to preach conservation, 
their company paying expenses and 
salaries. President Danforth has just 
completed organizing similarly’ his 
salesmen of the eastern states. 

President Danforth has already 
Placed all six of the Purina mills at the 
disposal of the federal government 
whenever the government may need 
them. 

“The time has come,” he said, “when 
practical patriotism is demanded of a 
man. He should do something for his 

overnment, no matter whether he en- 
ists in the army or not. It is quite as 
important that men stay on the farm 
and raise foodstuffs. I1 believe that the 
eb dee ought to inaugurate some 
distinctive recognition of the service of 
the farmer. He ought to have hig cer- 
tiflcate of enlistment just the same as 
the soldier, and he ought to have his 
badge of recognition. I believe the 
Same thing should be done for the man 
who works in munitions plants and for 
men who otherwise serve the country 
away from the field of battle.’ 

President Danforth, in urging the 
raising of chickens and also of dairy 
and beef cattle, did not disparage the 
food crop production and the eity vege- 
table garden idea which is being car- 
ried out in the south. He thought them 
essential, but stated that he has rather 
chesen to urge the other two ideas for 
the reason that they, perhaps, have 
not been so generally stressed. 

“Kill the roosters, save the hens,” he 
says. “Your roosters will help supply 
meat for your table. Never kill a hen 
during war times. Her eggs and baby 
chicks are too valuable. j 

“There are 22,768,000 milk cows in 
the United States, which means that 
one cow must supply four and one- 
third persons with their milk, butter, 
cheese and ice cream, in addition to 
raising calves for veal and increasing 
the dairy population. A law should be 
enacted against the killing of calves 
and eating of veal. It is almost crimi- 
nal to kill a calf. Feed it and let it 
zrow into a dairy cow, or into beef 
which will be sorel. needed before this 
war is over.” ;

ANERCAN NAVAL AD 
FOR ENTENTE ALES 


Method of Co-operation Is Be- 
ing Negotiated Largely 
in London. 


Washington, May 7.—Naval co-opera- 
tion between the United States and the 
allies against Germany is being nego- 
tiated largely in London, it was learned 
today, instead of here at Washington, 
as is the case with military and other 
subjects. Rear Admiral Sims, who was 
on his way to England when war was 
declared and who has just attended 
the allied naval conference at Paris, 
is charged to speak for the American 
government on the major questions of 
policy. 

Apart from the original announce- 
ment that the United States will patrol 
American waters and thus relieve the 
allied vessels on duty htre, no state- 
ment of naval policy is expected. 
Whether American vessels will — in 
an offensive campaign, either in Brit- 
ish waters or nearer the German bases 
probably will become known only 
through the annonucement of some de- 
cisive action, if there is one. 

Admiral de Chair, head of the naval 
contingent, with the British war mis- 
sion here, spent most of today at the 
navy department. He devoted himself 
to all sorts of technical discussions 
about submarines. In a general way 
he is acting as an intermediary to the 
British admiralty and facilitating the 
technical negotiations between the 
British and American exports. 

British and American officials 
reached details today in their’ ef- 
fort to harmonize the conflicting opin- 
ions as to how America’s aid may be 
made effective against Germany and 
hoped to be able to report within the 
week.

T0 HIGHER LEVELS 


Sudden Cessation of Recent 
Liquidating Movement in 
Rails and Other Invest- 
ment: Securities Stiffens 
Market Monday. 


New York, May 7.—A sudden cessa- 
tion of the recent liquidating move- 
ment in rails and other investmemt se- 
curities stiffened the stock market to- 
day and effected a partial readjust- 
ment of prices to higher levels. The 
improvement probably bore direct rela- 
tion to the railroad companies’ fight 
for increased freight rates, which as- 
sumed more concrete form in the hear- 
ing before the interstate commerce 
commission. 

The short interest or professional 
traders who dominated the situation 
the greater part of the preceding week 
found it expedient to cover contracts, 
not only in rails, but in high grade in- 
dustrials, metals and numerous spe- 


cialties. 

Coppers were in more active demand, 
to the accompaniment of favorable 
trade reports which are said to involve 
orders for over a billion pounds of the 
metal running into the third quarter of 
the year. Oils were higher on indica- 
tions of an increase in the crude and 
refined products and motors were ele- 
vated 2 to 4 points, mainly at the ex- 
pense of the bears. 

Equipments and munitions rebounded 
easily from last week’s pressure, Beth- 
lehem Steel new stock rising 4 to 122, 
with one to two points for Crucible and 
Lackawanna Steels, Re lic Iron, Colo- 
rado Fuel and Great Northern Ore. 

United States Steel’s consistent 
Strength gave the list its early rise, 
the stock advancing two points to 115% 
before midday, relinquishing half its 
gain on profit-taking, but coming for- 
ward again almost to the top price in 
the final hour.

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DRASTIC TAXES WRITTEN 
INTO WAR REVENUE BILL 


Liquor, Beer and Inheritances 
Hard Hit—Retroactive In- 
come Tax Likely. 


Washington, May 7.—In an extended 
session today the house ways and 
means committee wrote new and dras- 
tic liquor and inheritance taxes into 
the war revenue bill, but adjourned 
tonight still in disagreement over many 
sections and about §$200,000,000 short 
of the $1,800,000,000 it has voted to 
raise. The leaders hope to complete 
the measure tomorrow, and a proposed 
retroactive income tax amendment, 
which would yield $140,000,000 during 
the coming year, and other far-reach- 
ing proposals are held in abeyance to 
be inserted at the eleventh-hour, if 
necessary to make up the desired to- 
tal. 

Proposed taxes on whisky were 
creased by the committee from $1.10 
to $2.20 a gallon and on beer from 
$1.50 to $2.75 a barrel. The amount 
of exempt liquor in a dealer’s posses- 
sion at the time the law becomes ef- 
fective was reduced from an unlimited 
quantity to fifty gallons. These 
changes, it is predicted, will result in 
almost $50,000,060 additional revenue. . 
Inheritance tax rates were greatly 
increased over strong protests from 
republican members. It was agreed 
tentatively to increase all such taxes 
one-third beginning at the present ex- 
emption of $50,000, are to impose the 
following graduated taxes for large 
fortunes: Above $8,000,000 and below 
$11,000,000, twenty-two per cent; above 
$11,000,000 and below $15,000,000, twen- 
ty-five per cent and above $15,000,000 
thirty per cent. 

As reported today in a revised bil] 
the corporations tax was fixed at five 
per cent and the excess profits tax at 
fourteen. Opponents of the increased 
corporation taxes immediately denounc- 
ed the changes, and upon an explana- 
tion by Chairman Kitchin that they 
were due to a misunderstanding, the 
old figures of four per cent on cor- 
poration and sixteen per cent upon 
excess profits were restored. 

New taxes written into the 
day include: 

Five per cent on all advertising, ex- 
cept newspaper and periodicals: five 
per cent on pipe line transporation 
charges; on proprietary medicines. a 
Stamp tax expected to produce $6,500,- 
Y00; lem per cent on the purchase price 
of Pullman car tickets, five per cent 
on sporting goods, five per cent on 
the factory price of new jewelry, ten 
cents a deck on playing cards, and in 
addition to other amusement taxes a 
one cent tax on every theater ticket 
sold to a child under 12 years old. 

The proposed tax on retail tobacco 
dealers was stircken out. Attempts to 
fix a tax on automobiles, motor boats 
and pleasure yachts already in the 
hands of users failed. : 

Efforts still are being made to kill 
the proposed increased zone rates for 
second-class mail matter. Opponents 
of the change today succeeded in add- 
ing a proviso “that the rate of postage 
on daily newspapers when same are 
dropped in a letter carrier office for 
delivery by its carriers shall be the 
same as now. provided by law.” 

A vote on Representative Moore's 
proposal to tax cotton $2.50 a bale 
will not be reached until tomorrow. A 
proposal to tax gasoline will be voted 
on at the same time.

AMERICA IN THE WAR 


Meetings of Thanksgiving Are 
Held in London by Evan- 


gelical Alliance. 


London, May 7.—America’s entry into 
the war was commemorated again here 
today at two large meetings for united 
thanksgiving and intercession under the 
auspices of the World’s Evangelical al- 
liance in Queen’s hall. 

At the morning meeting the chair- 
man, Willoughby H. Dickinson, mem- 
ber of parliament for North St. Pan- 
cras, read a message signed by Baron 
Polworth, which | 
dent Wilson as an expression of appre- 
ciation of the “lofty words in which 
vou have set before the people of the 
I'nited States the true meaning of the 
conflict with the central powers. 

Text of Message. 


The message follows: 

“In behalf of the World’s Evangelical 
alliance, British organization, the ob- 
ject of which is to unite evangelical 
ehurches and Christians in a common 
bond of truth and love, we desire to ex- 
press to you our profound appreciation 
of the lofty words in which you have 
set before the people of the United 
States the true meaning of the conflict 
with the central powers, the issues in- 
volved in their relation to the cause of 
civilization and the principles and ideals 
of justice, freedom and righteousness. 

“The co-operation of America in this 
great task which the allies have under- 
taken encourages confidence in an ear- 
ly victory and the establishment of a 
righteous and lasting peace. We rec- 
ognize in the decision the hand of Al- 
mighty God in answer to united and 
sustained prayer.” 

Patriotic fervor ran high, especially 
when the audience sang “Mine Eyes 
Have Seen the Glory of the Coming of 
the Lord,” and the American national 
anthem. 

The speaker's table was draped with 
the Stars and Stripes and the American 
colors hung with those of the entente 
allies in other parts of the auditorium. 

A second meeting held in the after- 
noon was presided over by Sir Charles 
Wakesfield, formerly lord mayor of 
London, who hailed as a Godsend the 
entrance of the United States into the 

rar. 
‘All the great republics of the world,” 
he said, “have now jioined hands in the 
fight for freedom and the overthrow of 
despotic governments.” 
Plea for Monarchy. 


Dr. William R. Inge, dean of St. Paul’s 
cathedral, made a plea for the mon- 
archical form of government. 

“The monarchical form of govern- 
ment may be good or bad, just as the 
people permit,” he said. “It is not the 
monarchical form of government that 
free democratic people object to, but 
the military epirit ruling it. England 
had militarism in the ten years preced- 
ing the downfall of Cromwell. 
ere were cries of “no” from all 
parts of the auditorium. 

“Yes, we did,” continued Dr. Inge. 
‘It is a dark spot in our history of 
which we cannot be proud. It is the 
internal spirit of a nation, not its ex- 
ternal form of government, that decides 
its character.” 

The speaker pictured George Wash- 
ington and George III. viewing the 
Stars and Stripes now floating from 
the house of parliament, ith King 
George exclaiming: “They have chosen 
George Washington as king?” 

Today’s meetings were preliminary to 
a day of united prayer which has been 
fixed for Whitsunday, May 27. 


RUSSIANS AND GERMANS 
FRATERNZE AT FRONT 


General Gurko Warns Russian 
Troops Practice Must 
Be Stopped. 


——— oS 


Petrograd, May 7.—(Via.London.)— 
General Gurko, commander on the west- 
fern front, has issued an order declar- 
ing that the fraternizging of Russians 
with the enemy troops must be stopped. 

He declares that such fraternizing, 
which has become a common practice, 
enables the enemy to learn Russian 
military dispositions and also, by caus- 
ing a lull on the Russian front, leaves 
the Germans free to concentrate forces 
against the British and French. 

General Gurko warns the troops that 
if the fighting comes to a standstill in 
France the Germans will throw all 


their forces against the Russians, who, 
Jlulled by promises of peace, will not 
be in readiness to repei the attack. 
Hie says that three divisions of Ger- 
mans have already been transferred 
from the Russian front and that others 


are following, including artillery and 
aircraft. 

The order concludes with 
appeal to the troops, in the name of 
the emancipation of enslaved nations, 
to do their duty toward Russia and 
her allies. It Says: 

“Write the first pages of the history 
of the new free Russia with blood if 
need be.” 

Representatives of the Belgian and 
Serbian embassies have published an 
appeal to the Russians recalling the 
sufferings of their respective coun- 
tries and asking the Russians not to 
leave them to their fate. The council 
of deputies has voted to support the 
Russian “loan of freedom” by a large 
majority.

plans. 
Couldn’t' Get Gompers. 

A number of telegrams passed be- 
tween Buchanan at Atlantic City and 
defendants regarding the impossibility 
of enlisting the support of Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, for calling a na- 
tional] labor congress. A reply from 
Martin and Fowler asked Buchanan 
to “stand firm,” declaring the labor 
congress was necessary to keep the 
United States out of war and that the 
“enemies of labor” were “lining up” to 
force the country into war. 

Other telegrams exchanged between 
the defendants told of meetings held 
at various places and the adoption of 
resolutions in winning labor leaders’ 
support. Some of the messages had 
to do with wiring money to those en- 
gaged in the movement. Charles H. 
Canode, a Chicago printer, testified that 
he printed, on order from Buchanan, 
100,000 pamphlets for the council, con- 
taining pacifist propaganda material, 
arguments for embargoes on munitions 
exports and a plea to labor men in- 
tended to block the Anglo-French loan 
in this country. 

Isaac J. Cundiff, secretary-treasurer 
of the International Iron Shipbuilders’ 
Union of Chicago, testified that he 
was hired by Buchanan at $50 a week 
and expenses to go on a tour of union 
headquarters in behalf of the council. 
His work consisted of arranging labor 
meetings in the various cities he visit- 
ed to adopt resolutions indorsing the 
council and sending delegates to the 
Washington convention of the council. 

The Remington Strike. 

One telegram from Cundiff to Mar- 
tin in August, 1915, from Ilion, N. Y., 
reported that ‘75 per cent of the men 
ae Remington (Arms) plant are 
out.” 

The witness said that nothing was 
said to him about fomenting strikes. 
The strike at Ilion was going on when 
he got there, he said, and all he did 
was to try to get the men to join the 
union.

bureau. 

' The order says that hereafter all 
; news of the department must be given 
out, either by the secretary himself or 
by the newly created so-called bureau 
of foreign § intelligence. Secretary 
Lansing sees the newspaper men twice 
daily, but does not pretend to be able 
to answer the maze of questions which 
every hour of the day is raised by 
newspaper cables. The meetings are 
becoming more and more i theameoee 

The bureau of foreign intelligence is 
about a month old and is charged not 
only with supplying the press, but 
with supplying news to all American 
missions abroad. Usually very much 
behind the press cables because of the 
need of coding and decoding, the bu- 
reau at the same time, because of its 
relative lack of authority, confirnes it- 
self mostly to formal statements on 
news facts and does not attempt to 
provide the background or explanation 
which give international news its real 
value. 

Consequently, from now on, if to- 
day’s order remains in effect, the pub- 
lic will receive from the state de- 
partment only such perfunctory news 
as the bureau gives out and such frag-. 
mentary explanations as Secretary 
Lansing himself finds time for in the 
crush of other work. The bureau 
chiefs, handling questions of the Far 
East, South America, the Near East or 
western Europe will not be able to 
give to the public the benefit of their 
expért knowledge and intimate famili- 
arity of their specialized situations. 

Secretary Lansing, in discussing the 
order tonight, sai that the present 
situation was entirely. too delicate for 
the various bureau chiefs to be giving 
out information. He said he recently 
had learned that gpm e matters which 
he had not wished "published had come 
out through newspaper men seeing va- 
rious officials of the department and 
he did not feel that they should. ex- 
pect to continue such visits under the 
present situation.
